Agawam Town Treasurer 
Explains Sewer ‘‘Liens’’ 


To The Editor: 

Recently, there have been many questions 
regarding the recording of sewer “‘liens’’ at the 
Hampden County Registry of Deeds. The follow- 
ing is an explanation of why sewer liens (sewer 
betterments) are recorded and how they may be 
released. 

The sewer betterment process is governed by 
Chapter 83 of the Massachusetts General Laws 
and Section 174-10 of the Agawam Town Code. 
Under the applicable provisions, when a sewer 
project is undertaken, the Town Council passes 
an order of public notice describing the improve- 
ment area, and the estimated amount of the 
assessment. 

Once the work is completed, the Town Council 
passes an order of assessment which contains 
the. name of each property owner and the amount 
of each assessment. Section 175-10 of the 
Agawam Town Code requires that “The Council 
Clerk shall record public notice and assessment 
orders in the Hampden County Registry of Deeds 
within Thirty (30) days after adoption of the order.” 

This recording is also required by Chapter 83 of 
the Massachusetts General Laws. Section 27 of 
Chapter 83 requires that ‘All assessments made 
or charges imposed under this chapter upon land 
which abuts upon any such way in which such 
sewer ... is located shall constitute a lien upon 
SUG) land from the time such statement is record- 
ed...” 

Recording of betterments is intended to protect 
potential buyers by providing for full disclosure 
for properties within a betterment area. It is not a 
lien for non-payment, but rather a notification of 
the betterment assessment. The betterment is 
recorded when the project is begun, before the ac- 
tual amount of the betterment assessment is 
Known. 

This recording serves to notify potential buyers 
of property within a betterment area that a sewer 
project has been completed or is underway, and 
that a betterment charge has been or will be 
assessed to the property. 

If a taxpayer has paid the sewer betterment 
assessment, they may request a certificate from 
the Collector’s Office indicating that such assess- 
ment has been paid in full. 

Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 80, Sec- 
tion 12 provides that ‘‘A lien under this section 
may be dissolved by filing for record in the 
registry of deeds of the county ... where the land 
subject to the lien lies a certificate ... from the col- 
lector of taxes that the assessment, constituting 
the lien, together with any interest and costs 
thereon, has been paid or legally abated. The col- 
lector of taxes shall charge four dollars for each 
certificate so issued ...” 

Therefore, if a homeowner which has received 
the benefit of sewer service and been the subject 
of a sewer betterment assessment proceeds to 
refinance or to sell their home, the person con- 
ducting the title search would likely encounter the 
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recording of the public notice and the order of 
assessment. 

If the homeowner has paid the sewer better- 
ment assessment, they can simply request a cer- 
tificate indicating that it has been paid (released). 
The recording of the Certificate for Dissolving 
Betterments at the Registry of Deeds would 
release the betterment.

“Any member (AEDIC) may be removed by the 
municipality for malfeasance, misfeasance, or willful 
neglect of duty, but only after reasonable notice and a 
public hearing, unless the same are in writing expressly 
waived, and after approval by the Department. For pur- 
poses of Chapter 268A of the General Laws, the 
members of the corporation (AEDIC) shall be deemed 
to be special municipal employees. "’ 

This makes us “special municipal employees” 
and not a ‘‘quasi-public agency,” as stated in the 
press. 


The AEDIC is a body established by the General 
Court to serve a public purpose - TO CREATE A 
TAX BASE AND JOBS 

The function of the AEDIC is to create an in- 
dustrial park from the land that is now zoned “in- 
dustry.” This is how the current Agawam In- 
dustrial Park at the former Bowles Airport was 
created. How strange that some of the AEDIC 
don’t know that. 

Again, remember - our function as members of 
the AEDIC is to create JOBS and INCREASE THE 
TAX BASE.

Dr. Eleonora Lev heads up the gynecology 
Clinic (located at the VA outpatient clinic, 1550 
Main Street, Springfield), and she is extremely in- 
terested in women’s health care. In addition to the 
above exams, she will also offer information 
regarding breast cancer, hormone replacement 
therapy, premenstruah syndrome (PMS), 
menopause, and other information as ap- 
propriate. . 


The VA continues to offer a full range of 
medical and mental health services to all 
honorably discharged veterans. The outpatient 
Clinic in Springfield is now equipped with a phar- 
macy, and prescriptions written by a VA physician 
may be filled for a $2 co-payment. In cases where 
the veteran’s income is less than the maximum 
tate of a VA non-service-connected pension, their 
prescriptions are exempt from the co-payment.

IRS Extension Time Will 
Run Out On August 16th 


Time is running out for those taxpayers who fil- 


ed a Form 4868, “Extension of Time To File” on 
April 15th. 

“More than 122,000 Massachusetts taxpayers 
have until midnight August 16th to file their 
returns and pay the balance due,” said Gerard R. 
Esposito, Boston IRS District Director. 

If you cannot pay the taxes owed by the due 
date, file your return anyway and attach Form 
9465, “installment Agreement Request.” This 
form allows you to request a monthly payment 
plan and specify the amount you are able to pay 
each month. , 


lf you have made payments since you filed the 
extension form, make sure you include that 
amount when filing your return. 

Failure to file tax returns can result in severe 
penalties. The failure to file penalty is five percent 
per month of the balance due on the return, not to 
exceed 25 percent. 

lf you need assistance in preparing your return, 
visit your local IRS walk-in office or call our toll- 
free taxpayer assistance line at 1-800-829-1040. 
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Group Of Residents Release Report 
On Coming Together For Consensus 


A group of residents, chosen to participate in a 
town-wide planning project, have selected to 
forge ahead to ensure that the project does not 
become one of those planning projects that ‘‘sit 
on the shelf.” 

Approximately 25 residents and elected of- 
ficials attended a fourth meeting of the Strategic 
alepalng Project at the Senior Genter on July 
20th, 1993. The project entitled ‘Coming Together 
for Consensus: A Community Planning Effort for 
Agawam” was funded through a grant from the 
Executive Office of Communities and Develop- 
ment. 

Grant monies were used to hire LandUse, Inc., a 
public participation consulting firm, to conduct 
three town-wide public meetings. The purpose of 
the meetings was to bring together residents and 
businesspeople who represent different points of 
view to participate in a frank discussion and 
ultimately reach a consensus on goals and objec- 
tives to guide Agawam’s planning and manage- 
ment efforts into the future. 

The fourth meeting was convened at the re- 
quest of the program participants to discuss the 
product of the three previous meetings, ‘“‘A Work- 
ing Statement of Goals and Objectives to Guide 
Agawam into the Future.” 

The “Working Statement” consists of 18 pages 
of recommended goals and objectives regarding 
zoning, recreation and open space, and public 
facilities and services. The purpose of the ‘‘Work- 
ing Statement” is to initiate a new period of in- 
clusive, constructive, proactive community-wide 
deliberation about the future of Agawam. 


FUTURE MEETINGS 

The fourth meeting convened with Town Coun- 
cil members being asked to make comments 
about the “Working Statement.’’ Many councilors 
praised the efforts of the participants and voiced 
support for most of the goals and objectives. 

Councilors Russo and Willis raised concerns 
over goals which may require capital outlays, 
such as the hiring of additional staff. Members of 
the Town Council and School Committee agreed 
to hold informational workshops in early 
September with representatives of the Consensus 
Building group. 

The workshops will enable Council and School 


Committee members to ask questions and raise

concerns. A resolution supporting the adoption of 

the Goals and Objectives will be placed on the 

Council agenda for action in late September. 
FUTURE ACTIONS 

The meeting closed with Mayor Christopher 
Johnson presenting to those present nine pro- 
jects which can be initiated immediately to imple- 
ment the recommended strategies in the ‘‘Work- 
ing Statement.” The Mayor classified the projects 
as non-controversial. 

In order to be successful, each project will need 
volunteers. The projects include: : 

* Production and distribution of a pamphlet 
describing open and recreation facilities. A sub- 
committee will be created to work with the Direc- 
tor of Parks and Recreation to prepare a pamphlet 
identifying both passive and active recreation 
facilities. Volunteers are being sought to serve on 
this subcommittee. 

* Produce and distribute information regarding 
Agawam’s zoning. The Director of Planning will 
prepare a monthly column for The Agawam Adver- 
tiser News discussing particular zones or zoning 
procedures. 

* Increase membership in the Town Council 
Zoning Review Committee to encourage represen- 
tation of the diverse interest in the community. 
The Town Council will be requested to change the 
membership of the Zoning Review Committee to 
include representation from business/industry. 
residents, conservation interests, as well as other 
appropriate groups. 

* Creation of a Citizens’ Open Space and 
Recreation Council. The Mayor will appoint a 
committee consisting of representatives of the 
various athletic associations and members of the 
general public to meet with the Director of Parks 
and Recreation on recreation issues. 

* Update the Open Space and Recreation Plan. 
The Agawam Planning Office will work with the 
newly-formed Citizens’ Open Space and Recrea- 
tion Council to update the 1986 Open Space and 
Recreation Plan. 

* Encourage more citizens’ involvement in the 
management, planning and implementation of 
school programs. Residents will be sought to 
serve on a citizens’ advisory committee to the 
School Committee.

Home Alone 


Fér parents with chidren who spend time on 
their own before of after school, safety and securi- 
ty is a major concern. Here are some suggestions 
to help you prepare your children for being home 
alone. 

¢ Make sure your home is secure. Check doors 
and windows to make sure all locks are in working 
order and that your child knows how to open the 
lock should it become necessary for him or her to 
get out of the house. Also, trim shrubs and bushes 
near doors and windows so no one can hide 
behind them. P 

e Check your home for fire hazards. Working 
smoke. detectors should be installed on each 
level. They should be tested monthly and the bat- 
tery should be charged annually. All appliances 
should be in good working order. Make sure mat- 
ches, lighters, and any flammable liquids are 
stored out of the reach of children. Develop a 
home fire escape plan and practice it several 
times with your children. They should understand 
that if a fire starts, they should leave the house 
and call the fire department from a neighbor's. 

¢ A first-aid kit should be stored where it can be 
found easily in case of minor cuts. Teach children 
basic first aid for small cuts, burns, nose bleeds, 
etc. 

¢ Compile a list of important phone numbers 
and post it near all phones. Include work, 
neighbor, relative, fire, police, ambulance, and 
others that you feel are necessary. Your. child 
should know his/her phone number and complete 
address, including apartment number, name of 
apartments, and any other information that could 
assist emergency vehicles if necessary. 

e Spend time teaching your children personal 
safety rules. Play lots of ‘What If?” games. This 
will help them recognize and develop responses 
to certain situations. 

e Establish some “house rules” with your 
children. They should be clearly stated, written, 
and posted where visible. Your child should 
understand what the consequences will be 
should he or she break a rule. Topics to be 
covered: TV time, snacks, using the phone or 
other appliances around the house, having 
visitors, etc. 

e Check with your school for after-school pro- 
grams that might be offered in your area. 

For your children, time home alone can be safe 
and secure with some planning. Contact the 
Agawam Fire Department at 786-2662 for more in- 
formation.

amined, both in legislation and in extensive 
research reports. 

The Commission was set up in 1978, an action 
of the New York State Assembly to contend with 
the rapid growth and expansion ot technological 
industry in their region. Among other things, the 
New York Commission has examined the feasi- 
bility of DNA testing as forensic evidence; it has 
investigated the long-term benefits of the field of 
biotechnology; and has researched the educa- 
tional and vocational demands that will be made 
on the workforce with regard to burgeoning 
technology. Most importantly, it aims to define 
comprehensive public policy in these and other 
areas. 

Melconian commented, “One of the more 
notable initiatives they have taken in New York is 
in the creation of several technological ‘round- 
tables.’ These roundtables are comprised of in- 
dividuals from widely varied disciplines who are 
at the heart of the technological revolution. The 
Participants run the gamut from the Industrial 


Chief Executive Officer to the university pro- 
fessor, which allows for a thorough as well as a 
broad view of how the legislature can best pro- 
ceed.” 

Melconian lauded the reports that have been 
issued by the Commission on Science and 
Technology. She contended, ‘‘These reports are 
worthwhile not only to help shape immediate 
legislative policy, but to serve as a precise 
research tool in the longer term.” 

Some topics have included an exhaustive sum- 
mary to aid in the transition of the defense in- 
dustry; a policy analysis of contract/surrogate 
motherhood; and an exhaustive report on foster- 
ing a technologically adaptable workforce. 

Melconian concluded, ‘‘Massachusetts is for- 
tunate to have such a wealth of industrial exper- 
tise and resources. There is no reason that we 
cannot be on the cutting edge of technological— 
and economic—development.”

Reduce Summer Risks 
(Part 1)

RABIES 

Teach children to avoid wildlife and strays. 

As raccoon rabies continues to spread through- 
out Massachusetts, the risk of rabies to people 
and pets continues to rise. 

Children are at particular risk because they are 
more likely to be bitten by animals, and the bites 
they receive are generally more severe, often in- 
volving the face and hands. Also, children are less 
accurate reporters of their own exposures to 
animals. 

To reduce the risk of rabies: 

__ * Have domestic animals vaccinated. Feed pets 
inside. Do not allow pets to roam free. 

* Avoid strays and wild animals. Don’t feed 
unknown animals. 

“ Secure trash cans and cap your chimney so 
animals cannot get inside them. 


LYME DISEASE 

Watch out for ticks. 

From now until early autumn, the chances of in- 
fection with Lyme disease are greatest. Lyme 
disease is caused by a bacteria that is spread by 
tiny ticks. 

In Massachusetts, the disease is most common 
in the coastal areas, islands, and the Connecticut 
River Valley. To minimize your risk of contracting 
Lyme disease, avoid walking barelegged in tall 
grass, woods, or dunes. 

In addition, take the following precautions: 

* Wear a long-sleeved shirt, long pants tucked 
into socks, and sneakers if you walk in an area 
where ticks live. Light-colored clothing will help 
you spot ticks. 

* Use insect repellents containing “DEET” on 
your skin and ones containing permethrine on 
clothes. Make sure to read the label before using 
any repellent. 

* Check for ticks after spending time outdoors. 
Ticks that carry Lyme disease are tiny, so look for 
new “freckles.” 

* Remove a tick by gripping its body firmly with 
a pair of tweezers and pulling it straight out. 

* Know the symptoms of Lyme disease. If you 
develop symptoms—especially if you get a donut- 
shaped rash—see a doctor right away.

The Latest Scoop On 
Ice Cream Clones 


| scream, you scream, we all scream for ... 
frozen yogurt! Sorbet! Ice Milk! This chant for 
Americans’ number-one dessert may not have the 
same rhyming ring as the traditional chant, but 
fat-conscious Americans are finding ways to have 
their ice cream without the guilt. 

In 1990, frozen yogurt production climbed 43% 
and we ate more than 15-million gallons of new, 
low-fat frozen dairy desserts. 

Creamy Without The Cream 

Most ice cream clones are basically sweetened 
skim milk. New technology and ingredients help 
make them feel smooth and creamy like fat 


without adding the fat. 


Natural gums from plants have been used for 
years to make foods have a texture like velvet. 
More recently, companies made a smooth texture 
from a starch. A starch like corn starch gets chop- 
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ped up very fine until it’s smooth and creamy. It 
silkens many brands such as Eskimo Pies, TCBY, 
and Steve’s Gourmet Free. 

In 1990, a fake fat called Simplesse hit the 
freezer case. Simplesse is made from milk and 
€gg protein. It’s the ‘‘magic” ingredient in Simple 
Pleasures frozen dairy dessert. 

A Little “Lite” Lie 

Some sneaky companies label their frozen 
goodies “light” or “lite.” Yet they don’t reduce or’ 
replace any fat. They simply cut the serving size 
from four ounces to three ounces! Who eats less 
than one scoop? 

The titles “Yogurt,” “Tofu,” and “Sugar Free" 
may also mislead you. They sound low in fat and 
calories. Sometimes they are, but sometimes 
they’re not. 

For example, one “Sugar Freedom Eskimo Pie”’ 
packs in 11 grams of fat (that’s nearly three teas-. 
poons!). A four-ounce scoop of Tofutti has 210 
calories and 12 grams of fat; that’s more than the 
amount in standard ice cream. 

Haagen-Dazs vanilla frozen yogurt may dish out 
less fat, but it packs in more calories than stan- 
dard ice cream. And, when hunks of nuts, candy, 
and chocolate get frozen in, the fat climbs. But. 
the label may still say “non-fat” because it refers 
only to the dairy ingredients. 

To find a truly lite ice cream, read the nutrition 
label. Scoop those with four grams of fat or less, 
and 120 calories or less per four ounces. 


How Do They Taste? 

Our taste testers couldn’t agree on the best ice 
cream clones. Vote-getters include Breyer's Light. 
Healthy Choice, and Simple Pleasures. 

But, what one person chose as the best, a se- 
cond person thought was the worst. So do your 
own taste test. Start with non-fat choices. If none 
please your taste buds, try the low fat clones. 
Save higher-fat, frozen favorites for the birthday 
parties and sore throats.

—Another Stakeout ; 

When Richard, Dreyfuss and Emilio Estevez 
teamed up for the original Stakeout, they were as 
explosive as the special effects in that earlier hit 
—explosive in terms of the action and the number 
of belly laughs they dished up, scene after scene 
after scene. . . 

And every hit movie (translate “hit” into money- 
maker) deserves a sequel, right? Well, as the song 
says, “It ain’t necessarily so.” 

Another Stakeout (that’s the title) arrived last 
week and bears only superficial resemblance to 
its predecessor. It has the Dreyfuss/Estevez team 


‘as the wisecracking, arrogant, obnoxious, and 


even stupid detectives paired with a female D.A. 
(played with dry wit by Rosie O’Donnell) who has 
never done this kind of work, or much of any kind 
of police work, before. 

These three stooges are asked to stake out a 
plush lakefront home believed to be the hideout of 
a mobster’s moll turned “state’s evidence.” The 
gal is also the survivor of a pretty stunning at- 
tempt on her life that leveled the safe house the 
feds stashed her in. 

The hapless heroes meander through repeats of 
old gags like ‘dump Dreyfuss in slimy garbage” 
(last time it was slimy fish guts) and “let the good 
guys lock themselves out and their wiretapping 
equipment in.” And then there are the 
stereotypical slams at women ... i.e., O'Donnell 
packing four bags for a two-day stay and bringing 
her dog along for the ride. Actually, the dog was a 
good idea ... that daffy, cat-chasing mutt had the 
best scenes and the best barks in the whole film. 

Relocating the good guys from crummy 
tenements to deluxe waterfront homes just 
doesn’t work as well. And when not even the sets 
offer viewers something to look at, you know 
you're in trouble. Get the picture? 


—Free Willy 

Summer 1993 has given us a few good films to 
remember, not the least of which is Free Willy, a 
tale of a whale and the troubled youth who is 
somehow in tune with the leviathan. 

Everyone has seen the stunning shots of Willy 
soaring over the breakwater to freedom, and yes, 
what precedes that is just as good. 

As the story goes, a troubled youth on proba- 
tion gets a last chance—going to work to clean

off his graffiti from the walls of a seaside 
aquarium, and getting a home with foster parents 
who are genuinely trying to help him and love him. 

It’s somewhat predictable, but what is unique is 
the honest appraisal between family, probation 
officers, employers, the parents, and the boy ... all 
of whom are trying, and all of whom question 
whether any of this tenuous relationship will hold 
up. It’s about love and trust, loneliness, hopes and 
dreams, and friendship. And all of that transcends 
the film’s shortcomings. 

Free Willy is one of this summer's masterpieces, 
and is one of the few films that actually had the 
audience applauding and shouting cheers over 
the closing credits. 


What’s hot? Sleepless in Seattle, a charmer about 
loneliness and a long-distance search for love. It’s 
schmaltzy, but it’s also so delightfully charming 
that the schmaltz doesn’t matter a bit. Bring 
Kleenex, all you romantics out there. (If you like 
this tearjerker, you might take a second look (if 
you can get a copy) at the film-within-this-film, An 
Affair To Remember. Video rentals of that tape are 
as hot as ticket sales for Sleepless...) 

In the Line of Fire, Clint Eastwood's latest film, 
is a terrific thriller in which Eastwood acts his age 
and shows that men have feelings, too. As a 
Presidential bodyguard, he puts his life on the line 
for the likes of Kennedy and others, and is given 
one more chance to prove he’s got the right stuff. 
Good suspense, great action, a touch of romance, 
and (best of all!) a story with a beginning, middle, 
and end. John Malkovich makes a great adver- 
sary. 

You haven’t seen Jurassic Park yet? Get moving! 
So what if the screenplay lacks the dynamics of 
the book; Spielberg’s dinosaurs are great and 
worth at least a one-shot viewing. Or maybe two. 

Coming soon: Rising Sun, author Michael 
“Jurassic Park” Critchton’s second bestseller to 
hit the silver screen this summer. Sean Connery 
and Wesley Snipes co-star and the preliminary 
reports are positive. Connery alone is worth a 
look-see. 

Age of Innocence brings Daniel Day Lewis on 
screen in an epic period piece that may play Nor- 
thampton theaters before it ever gets to Spr- 

ingfield. If you like PBS, you'll love this one.

Doovers 


What's a doover? They're those irresistible little 
foods served before dinner, more formally called 
ors d'oeuvres. Although you won't find the word 

doover” in The American Heritage Dictionary, it is 
alive and well and often associated with the addi- 
tion of the word “horses,” thereby making it 
Horses Doovers. 

' Surveyed the people | work with to see if 
anyone else was familiar with this phrase, and 
without exception, everyone was not only familiar 
with the phrase, but seemed quite pleased with it. 

Doovers are wonderfully tasty bits of food that 
can come in the form of dips, tortas, fondue, frit- 
tatas, croustades, flans, or stuffed vegetables, to 
name a few. And the meatballs; oh good heavens, 
those divine little morsels! 

ALBONDIGAS 
(Mexican Meatballs) 
Makes about 20 meatballs 
Meatballs: 
Y2 cup rice, cooked 
1 pound ground, lean pork 
4 green onions (scallions), chopped 
Ye onion, chopped 
ve cup cilantro, minced 
3 tablespoons dried oregano 
Salt, cumin, and chili powder to taste 

Combine all ingredients and mix well. 

Shape the mixture into small meatballs and 
brown them in a skillet or under the broiler. 

Add the meatballs to the sauce (recipe follows) 
and simmer for 20 minutes. 

Sauce: 

2 tablespoons butter 

1 carrot, chopped 

1 onion, chopped 

2 cloves of garlic, chopped 

2 cups tomatoes (canned) 

Salsa, to taste (homemade or canned) 

Ya cup dry vermouth 

2 cups chicken broth, homemade or canned 
2 tablespoons cumin 

4 tablespoons cilantro, chopped, or more to taste 
Juice of 1 lemon 

Chili powder and drief oregano to taste 
Salt and white pepper to taste 

Saute the onions and carrots in butter until 
tender. 

Add the remaining ingredients. Bring to a boil 
and simmer for at least 30 minutes. Taste and ad- 
just the seasonings. 

When the sauce is cool, puree it in a blender or 
in a food processor fitted with the metal blade.

| have on occasion risen above the time factor 
and devised shortcut methods, such as taking a 
knife and lobbing off a chunk of cream cheese, 
depositing it into a ragged piece of celery, and 
you can just forget the onion with that, thank you. 

No serving dish is required, either, as the eating 
is accomplished at the kitchen counter so that no 
one is around to watch. All the closet eaters will 
understand. 

The following recipe for Pastry Cheese Puffs 
comes from The Living Heart Diet. This program 
was devised by a group of physicians and dieti- 
cians in Texas, chief among which is Dr. Michael 
DeBakey, a pioneer in heart transplant surgery

The varieties of hors d’oeuvres are seemingly 
endless. Some require very elaborate and lengthy 
preparation, and this is why we have caterers. 

The following recipe for Corn and Red Pepper 
Relish with Spicy Tortilla Chips can be made a 
day ahead of time and refrigerated. You might like 
to serve this prior to a meal from the barbecue. 

This recipe is a good choice for its nutritious in- 
gredients. The end product, eaten with a little 
restraint, will not escalate your triglyceride levels 
into the stratosphere. 

CORN AND RED PEPPER RELISH WITH 
SPICY TORTILLA CHIPS 
Makes 40 portions 
Corn Relish: 
4 tablespoons olive oil 
2 large sweet red peppers, seeds and membranes 
removed, diced 


PLEASE REMEMBER 
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2 cups chopped onion 

4 teaspoons chopped garlic 

2 cups corn kernels, fresh or frozen 
6 tablespoons cider vinegar 

4 tablespoons sugar 

Ye teaspoon dry mustard 

Generous pinch of cayenne pepper 
1% teaspoons salt 

3 tablespoons chopped fresh cilantro 

To prepare the relish, heat the olive oil in a 
large, heavy skillet over medium-high heat. When 
hot, add the red peppers and saute, stirring, for 3 
to 4 minutes. Add the onions and garlic and cook 
and stir until the onions are softened, about 3 
minutes more. Add the corn and cook 2 minutes 
more. 

Meanwhile, combine the vinegar and sugar in a 
small bowl and stir to dissolve the sugar. Stir into 
the corn mixture. Add the mustard, cayenne pep- 
per, and salt, and stir. Cook, stirring frequently, 
until the liquid has evaporated, about 5 minutes. 
Remove from the heat and cool. If made the day 
before and refrigerated, bring to room tempera- 
ture before serving. When ready to serve, stir in 
the cilantro. 

Spicy Tortilla Chips: 

5 (8-inch) flour tortillas 

5 tablespoons olive oil 

1% to 22 teaspoons cayenne pepper, to taste 

To prepare the tortilla chips, preheat the oven 
to 350F, and arrange the racks in the center of the 
oven. Brush sides of each tortilla with the olive oil. 
Stack the tortilla rounds and cut in half, then cut 
each stack of halves into 4 equal triangles. Each 
tortilla will yield 8 triangles, for a total of 40. Place 
the triangles on baking sheets. Carefully sprinkle 
half the cayenne pepper over the triangles. Bake 
for 5 minutes. 

With a spatula, turn the triangles. Sprinkle with 
remaining cayenne pepper. Bake for 4 to § 
minutes more, or until crisp. Remove the chips 
from the oven and cool. The tortilla triangles can 
be made three to four days ahead. Store in an air- 
tight container. 

To serve, place the corn and red pepper relish in 
a bowl and surround with the tortilla.chips. Mound 
the relish on the chips to eat. 

Leftover relish can be mixed wtih cooked white 
rice for a delicious side dish.

The unique feature of the 1993 New England JSS was that area races 
coincided with the fifth annual American Tour de Sol, which this year ran 
from Boston, Massaschusetts, to Burlington, Vermont, in late May. y 

Participants at these events were fortunate to catch a glimpse of future 
transportation, while learning the fundamentals of solar cars on a small 
scale. “Several students have told me that they would love to take the next 
step and build a real electric vehicle,” noted David Chamberlain, the New 
England JSS Project Manager for DOE. ‘That kind of motivation is the 
primary reason DOE supports the Junior Solar Sprint.” 

There-was an additional aspect of this project that got the Department of 
Energy excited; a local, non-profit organization was able to employ disabl- 
ed clients to manufacture the solar racing kits. ; 

Heritage Industries of Peabody, MA, a vocational training division of the 
North Shore Association of Retarded Citizens, was provided a DOE grant to 
produce and distribute up to 2,000 kits for New England participants. The 
kids included solar cells made by Mobil Solar Energy Corporation of 
Billerica, Massachusetts. 

Mobil Solar not only provided the cells, but technical assistance for 
Heritage, with several employees offering their free time to make the pro- 
ject a success. ie 

In addition, many of the schools participating in the New England com- 
petition were offered kits at no-cost, as a result of a grant from the Mobil 
Foundation. The purpose of the grant was to allow economically disadvan- 
taged students to participate in the competition. 

Mobil provided the funds to Heritage, which in turn distributed 500 free 
kits to ASME area coordinators in order to “jump-start” the program in cer- 
tain locations. 

“By supporting activities such as the Junior Solar Sprint, Mobil hopes to 
show students early in their education that science and engineering can be 
fun,” commented Al Benson, Mobil Solar’s Manager of New Business 
Development. “If they have rewarding educational experiences in the mid- 
dle school years, we think they'll be encouraged to continue science 
studies in high school and beyond.” - ° 

Aided by a separate DOE grant, ASME Region | was able to recruit close 
to 100 New England schools for the competition. As a result of the combin- 
ed efforts by ASME, Heritage, and Mobil, approximately 1,500 JSS kits were 
shipped to participating schools, with dozens of disabled workers from 
Heritage supplying the labor force over a four-month period. 

John Beaulieu, Operations Manager at Heritage, suggested, “Based 
upon the success of this project, we would like to continue producing kits 
for future competitions of this type.” 

Besides DOE and Mobil Solar, other sponsors for the 1993 New England 
Junior Solar Sprint included New England Telephone, as well as several 
universities and businesses that provided support for many of the area

The region was having a terrific time following 
the exploits of their favorite teams. The Celtics 
had finagled another high draft choice (from Seat- 
tle) and it would be announced that Len Bias 
would be the next great Celtic. Heaven forbid- he 
might be the guy to replace Larry Legend when 
the time was right. 

Never Played With Celtic Greats 

History tells us that Len Bias would die tragical- 
ly two days later and never play alongside the 
Celtic greats. | had to go on the radio that night 
and talk with the people of Greater Springfield for 
several hours regarding a subject about which | 
knew next to nothing. 

| don’t understand the inner workings of the 
human heart or the complex mixture of what oc- 
curs when a deadly amount of cocaine meets a 
superstar athlete’s body. It was stated many 
times that Bias had just received a head-to-toe 
physical prior to being drafted by the Celtics. 

Words and tears flew over the airwaves and it 
seemed like | was having an outer body ex- 
perience. | didn’t know Lenny Bias - never laid 
eyes on him in person. | had seen him play at 
Maryland on TV and simply wanted him to be a 
good basketball player for the Celtics. 

| found a great song from the music library and | 
played it for Lenny that night. | listened to many, 
many callers who tried their best to articulate 
their feelings about how badly this hurt them.

It was a time when | used to tell my friend (and 
fellow broadcaster) Doug Cope that my job was a 
million times better than his job. Doug did news 
and | did sports. He was the Doom and Gloom 
Guy; | got to make people laugh. 


Thoughts To The Airwaves 

But, after Bias’ untimely death, | really had a 
mighty struggle holding myself together on the 
air. There wasn’t much experience to draw upon 
to deal with the distraught people who wanted to 
bring their thoughts to the airwaves. 

Sometimes | wish | hadn’t left the radio sports 
field. But, as | write this article, | am glad again. 
Oddly, it was during a telephone call with local 
broadcaster Dan Yorke that | learned that Reggie 
Lewis was in big trouble medically. 

This wasn’t as sudden or unexpected due to 
Reggie’s episode during the Charlotte Series in 
this past spring’s playoffs. But this time we knew 
the athlete a lot better. 

He was a young man who had distinguished 
himself proudly and properly in his chosen field. 
He had easily taken the torch from Larry Bird and 
went forward confidently to assume the reins as 
Celtic captain. 

The words have been written under my byline 
and many others - the kid was a super basketball 
talent with seemingly boundless potential. He 
was an All-Star with an All-Star personality. | 
never heard a soul say a bad word about him. He 
sat there and learned when Bird and Company 


-were doing their thing and he allowed his matura- 


tion process to happen in the proper time and 
space. 

Oh please - don’t let me hear anybody crying 
that Reggie Lewis shouldn’t have been shooting a 
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basketball just prior to his death. The guy was an 
athlete - a ballplayer. And ballplayers find a Way to 
play ball. 

Ahi somebody had asked Reggie where he would 
like to die, he’d probably would have said that he 
wouldn’t mind expiring on his favorite place of 
battle. Brandeis University isn’t Boston Garden, 
but it was a basketball court and that’s where 
Reggie belongs. 

A lot of ignorant things are going to be uttered 
tegarding this subject. People will be making | 
judgements on the type and:scope of the physi- 
cian care that Lewis received. Cardiologists 
worldwide stood on ‘opposite sides of the aisle 
regarding the diagnosis following his April col- 
lapse on the Boston Garden floor vs. the Charlotte 
Hornets. 

Fit To Resume To Play 

Exhaustive testing was performed by highly- 
qualified doctors and researchers - some of whom 
decided that Lewis was fit to resume playing 
basketball. Some disagreed, myself included. My 
gut told me that he really shouldn’t chance it. 

Reggie might have been totally lost if he 
couldn’t continue to play basketball. It becomes a 
way of life. The Celtic family has lost another 
potential successor to Larry Bird and they are go- 
ing through another tough, grieving situation. 

There are no easy answers - just the Doom and 
Gloom associated with losing another young man 
who seemed to have the life we all dreamed about 
when we were kids. 

Truth to be told, Celtic basketball wasn’t the 
same last year without Larry. But Reggie gave me 
a few Larry-like goose bumps and rest assured 
he'll be remembered fondly in this littlé corner of 
the universe.

Gary Brown of The Springfield Union News has 
been trumpeting the fact that he wants minor 
league baseball in Springfield, and Mr. Brown has 
been doing that since | arrived in Western Mass in 
1985. Many of us say that we would like to have 
minor league baseball here in Springfield. 

People get their chests all puffed out when they 


~ tell me about Juan Marichal, the Alou Brothers, 


Jim Ray Hart, and all the rest of the Major League 
starts who applied their craft in Springfield before 
moving up to the Big Show. 

Everybody remembers it so fondly (apparently), 
and yet the lack of respectable attendance at Tri- 
County games is befuddling. 

Gerry Smith, long-time Agawam High baseball 
coach and current owner and financier for 
Agawam Auto School in the TCL, realizes that he 
“loses” money each time he sends his club onto 
the field. The owners and sponsors of these 
teams are not in it to make money. “It’s a labor of 
love,” Smith has told The AAN on more than one 
occasion. 

*..-OUTSTANDING BASEBALL!” 

But, | don’t know much louder that | can scream 
it—THIS IS SOME. OUTSTANDING BASEBALL! 
These are players that can make plays—often big 
league plays. 

You should see’ some of the catches that Jason 
Wooley has made in the past four seasons. You 
should see Jeff Spanswick throw the baseball 
from the pitching mound. Come and watch Ray 
Burgess come through with clutch, line drive hits 
in the clutch—game in and game out, year in and 
year out. 

There are power hitters. There are excellent 
bunters and speedsters. There are terrific defen- 
sive catchers. There are closers with ‘closer men- 
talities.” 

The lion’s share of these players could spend 
their summers playing ‘‘A” ball or Double A. Some 
surely could compete quite nicely on the Triple A 
level. Some of these players might still be on their 
way to playing professionally; others have already 
done that and are aging gracefully. 

We often hear people complaining about how 
much it costs to take their family to Fenway or 
Yankee Stadium. We hear the worry about park- 
ing, concession prices, traffic, ticket increases, 
etc., etc. 

Hey, I’ve had enough of that—have a littie 
cheese with that whine (wine)!!! There is quality 
baseball that you can take your family to right 
here in Agawam and many places around the 
area. 

It costs nothing to get in. They pass a helmet 
during the fifth or sixth inning to defray expenses 
for the teams, but a:dollar or two will get you a 


‘smile and a thank you. If enough people come, 


there will be a concession stand where you can 


buy a soda or a hot dog or something else to 
munch on. : 

On the ‘‘much ballyhooed night” when | blew 
my gasket at Mr. Long of People’s Bank, there 
were only 53 people in the stands at Holyoke’s 
MacKenzie Field for the titanic clash between two 
of the league powers. - 

Promotion For Tri-County League? 

Somewhere in the next year or two, | am going 
to think of a promotion that will have many, many 
people attending a TritCounty League game.

News On Muzzleloaders, 
Deer Hunting, Creel 
Limits, & Lyme Disease 


The Massachusetts Fisheries and Wildlife 
Board has decided to review the issue of in-line 
muzzleloaders at the September Board meeting. 

Responding to a question regarding the per- 
missibility of such firearms as Thompson center 
arms’ ‘Scout,’ Knight's MK-85, and other 
muzzleloaders which have an in-line ignition 
system rather than the traditional off-sides 
system, members of the seven-person Board 
voted to consider the matter. 

Sportsmen planning to purchase such a firearm 
specifically for Massachusetts’ three-day 
primitive firearms deer season are advised to wait 
until the Board renders a decision regarding the 
permissibility of using them 

EXTENDING DEER SEASON 

The Fisheries and Wildlife Board will hold a 
public hearing on a proposal to extend the state’s 
shotgun deer hunting season by three days begin- 
ning in 1994. 

The Board held a public hearing on July 27th on 
the extended season. (Sorry, | received the notice 
of me hearing too late to make last week’s col- 
umn. 

Reminder ... the Division reminds all deer 
hunters that the deadline for antlerless deer per- 
mt applications for the 1993 season is August 

th. 


NEW TROUT CREEL LIMITS SET 

New creel limits for trout fishing were adopted 
by the Fisheries and Wildlife Board at their June 
meeting. 

Under current regulations, trout anglers are per- 
mitted to take six trout in ponds and lakes, and 12 
in streams and brooks. Beginning in 1994, anglers 
will be permitted to take three trout (brown, brook, 
or rainbow—any size) per day from lakes and 
ponds. 

Also, between April 1st and September 10th, 
anglers will be able to take eight trout per day 
(brown, brook, or rainbow—any size) on “other 
streams and rivers’; this is an obvious reduction 
from the present number (12) that can be taken. 
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During the remainder of the year; the limit on 
these other rivers and streams will remain (as in 
the past) at three trout per day. _ 

A special brown trout regulation was passed, 
limiting anglers ‘to one brown trout (with a 
minimum length of 15 inches) per day from the 
following seven ponds: pe 

—Western District: Oneta Lake, Pittsfield, and 
Goose Pond, Tyringha n. 

—Connecticut Va’ -y 


Orange. . 

ee rel District: South Pound, Brookfield. 

—Northeast District: White Pond, Concord. 

—Southwest District: Long Pond, Plymouth, 
and Gull Pond, Wellfleet. 

Anglers may still catch and keep three trout on 
these ponas, but only one of them may be a brown 
trout and it must be 15 inches or larger. 

QUESTIONS ABOUT LYME DISEASE 

Two of the most common questions hunters 
ask me are: (1) whether they can get Lyme disease 
from eating under-cooked venison, or (2) from cut- 
ting themselves while cleaning a contaminated 
deer? A 

According to the experts, the only known way to 
catch Lyme disease is from the bite of a tick. 
There is no evidence that the disease can be con- 
tracted by eating deer meat or, getting deer blood 
in an exposed wound. rece 

Sportsmen are, however, at risk of being bitten 
by an infected tick. Deer ticks are the most com- 
mon carrier of the disease in the Northeast and 
Midwest. Fifteen to 30 percent of all deer ticks 
carry the disease, and recent studies indicated 
that in one area of the country up to 90 percent of 
the deer ticks tested were infected. 

A safe hunter should wear proper clothing, in- 
cluding hats, gloves, long sleeves, and long pants 
tucked into high socks (with tape around the 
cuffs). As an extra precaution, rubber gloves pull- 
ed over the sleeves can be worn while handling 
freshly killed deer. Light-colored, tightly-woven 
fabrics do the best job of insulating sportsmen 
from ticks. 

While eating venison cannot cause Lyme 
disease, deer hunters—especially bow hunters— 
aren’t out of the woods. Infected ticks attached to 
a deer can easily find their way to a hunter’s skin. 

Ticks will eventually abandon a deer host (the 
time required is determined, in part, by the 
weather). If the deer is hanging in a garage or sh- 
ed, the ticks will seek another host, such as a 
family pet or a person. 

Hunters who experience early-stage Lyme 
symptoms (a rash at the location of a bite, or flu- 
like Symptoms) should consult a physician im- 
mediately. Late-stage symptoms include stiff- 
ness, headaches, ,vomiting, drowsiness, facial 
paralysis, irregular heartbeat, and arthritis. 

In severe cases, convulsions may occur. Take it 
from one who knows.
